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ASSAULT LEFT 
“THE KING’ 
WITH SEIHOUS 
FACE INJURY 


VIOLENCE flared 
at the Elvis Festival 
in Portheawl when a 
fight broke out, 
which resulted in a 
man dressed as ‘The 
King’ suffering a 
broken cheek bone, 
Cardiff Crown 
Court heard. 

His attacker Darren 
Willis, a 47-year-old steel 
worker of North Road, 
Ferndale, admitted a 
charge of inflicting griev¬ 
ous bodily harm on Frank 
Byrne. 

He was sentenced to a 
year’s imprisonment, sus¬ 


pended for two years, 
ordered to carry out 250 
hours unpaid work and be 
subject to a three-month 
8pm-6am curfew. 

He was also ordered to 
pay his victim compensa¬ 
tion of £1,000 and £1,200 
costs. 

Judge David Wynn 
Morgan said that anyone 
reading the papers and 
hearing the account of 
what happened would 
agree that Willis deserved 
prison. 

“But for the last 12 
years, you have been a 
decent, law-abiding mem¬ 
ber of the community.” 

Prosecutor Gareth 


James said that oiT 
September 26 last year, an 
Elvis festival was held in 
Portheawl. 

Mr Byrne and his fam¬ 
ily went along with Mr 
Byrne dressed in an Elvis 
suit. Also present was 
Willis and his family. 

They were in the 
Sandpiper public house 
and had been drinking. 

There was an incident, 
said Mr James, in which 
members of both parties 
were involved in “push¬ 
ing and shoving”. 

Mr Byrne left with his 
party to make his way 
back to his caravan. An 
argument developed and 
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as Mr Byrne walkec 
along, the next thing he 
knew was being on the 
ground and protecting his 
head. 

A witness heard a 
woman screaming, and 
someone looking like 
Elvis on his back. 

Mr James said that 
Willis had punched him 
in the face 12 to 15 times, 
and was seen jumping on 
his chest. When he got 
off him, he kicked him in 
the face with his right 
foot. 

The police were called 
and when interviewed, 
Willis “went down the 
line of self-defence”, 
claiming that he and his 
partner had been attacked. 

Mr Byrne suffered a 
broken left cheekbone 
and the judge said from 
photographs of the 
injuries, he could detect a 
footprint near Mr Byrne’s 
left eye. 

The court heard that 
Willis had two convic¬ 
tions for causing actual 
bodily harm. His counsel 
Sue Eerrier, produced a 
number of testimonials. 

She pointed out that he 
had not committed 
offences for many years 
and the attack was out of 
character. 

“He accepts he used 
his fists and a single kick. 
There was a degree of 
provocation.” 

She said that for some 
time, Willis had been car¬ 
ing for his father and 
there was genuine 
remorse for causing what 
were significant injuries.

ASSEMBLY 
‘COULD DO 
BETTER’ ON 
EDUCATION 


NEW figures 
released this week 
by the Welsh 
Government show 
that pupils in 
Bridgend did not 
meet Welsh average 
performance levels 
in three out of four 
key subjects. 

Welsh Conservatives 
claim the figures cover 
the whole of Wales and 
show the number and 
percentage of 11-year 
old pupils at the end of 
Key Stage two who fail 
to achieve level four or 
above in each of the core 
subjects. 

For English, 18.7per 
cent of pupils in 
Bridgend were said to 
fail to reach level four or 
above. The Welsh aver¬ 
age was 18.1. 

The best performing 
area was the Vale of 
Glamorgan with 12.5, 
while the worst area was 
Merthyr Tydfil with 28 
per cent. 

In maths, Bridgend 
had 17.2 per cent of its 
pupils failing to reach 
that standard compared 
to the Welsh average of 
16.7. 

The worst area was 
Blaenau Gwent with 
25.3 per cent while the 
best area was again the 
Vale, with 11.6 per cent. 

In science, Bridgend 
had 14.7 per cent of 
pupils failing to reach 
the required level, com¬ 
pared to the Welsh aver¬ 
age of 13.6. 

The best result was 
turned in by Newport 
with eight per cent. The 
Vale had 10 per cent. 

The worst area was 
Merthyr Tydfil with 22.6 
per cent. 

In Welsh, Bridgend 
had 14.4 per cent, which 
put it into the four best 
performing areas in 
Wales. Only three areas 
had better results - 
Torfaen showing the best 
with just 7.5 per cent of 
pupils failing to achieve 
level 4 or above,. 

The Vale of 
Glamorgan was better 
than the Welsh average 
of 19 with 15.0 per cent 
of its pupils failing to 
meet the standard. The 
worst area was Blaenau 
Gwent with 30 per cent. 

Welsh Conservative 
AM for South Wales 
West, Suzy Davies said 
that the results for Welsh 
were encouraging as far 
as Bridgend and the Vale 
were concerned. 


“As Shadow Minister 
for the Welsh language 
at the Assembly, I am 
pleased by the figures 
for attainment in Welsh. 
Bridgend has a very 
good reputation for 
Welsh language teaching 
and I am pleased to see 
Bridgend schools com¬ 
ing in the top four in 
Wales. 

“The other results are 
not satisfactory. In 
English, almost one 
pupil in five is failing to 
reach level four with 
only a slightly better 
result in maths. 

“I know how hard 
teachers are working and 
it is up to everyone at 
the Assembly to make 
sure that schools get the 
resources they need to 
raise standards across 
Wales. 

“We still have a dif¬ 
ferential of more than 
£600 per child compared 
to England for the 
amount of money spent 
on education - a huge 
gap that the Welsh 
Labour Government has 
to narrow. 

“Wales has fallen 
behind most other coun¬ 
tries in Europe in educa¬ 
tional attainment and is 
bottom of the UK league 
table.” 

She added: “We must 
ensure that our young 
people are given the 
education and skills they 
need to equip them for 
work in what is a highly 
competitive world econ¬ 
omy.”

THE search is on for a dedicat¬ 
ed key keeper with responsibil¬ 
ity for checking the Newcastle 
monument on a daily basis and 
keeping it free of litter. 

A Cadw spokesman said: “The post, 
for which a modest fee is paid, 
involves reporting any damage or van¬ 
dalism to Cadw and notifying police of 
any undesirable person or activities at 
the site. 

“Together with litter picking, the 
key keeper will keep a day-to-day eye 
on the condition of the monument. The 
key keeper will be provided with a full 
list of contacts and out of hour’s con¬ 
tacts”. 

Established in the early 1100s by 
Robert Fitz Hamo, first Norman lord of 
Glamorgan, Newcastle, like its neigh¬ 
bouring castles of Ogmore and Coity, 
was initially constructed of earth and 
timber. 

It was not until the early 12th centu¬ 
ry that it was rebuilt in stone. In later 
years, these fortresses with curtain 
walls and towers of stone became the 


sheet anchors of conquest as native 
Welsh leaders found it increasingly dif¬ 
ficult to reverse the overwhelming tide 
of the Norman advance. 

“The site appears to have been 
refortified by Henry II in the 1180s, as 
indicated by the exceptional quality of 
the masonry and its most outstanding 
feature is its complete Norman door¬ 
way,” said Jayne Rowlands, Cadw’s 
head of visitor and business services. 

“Newcastle, is an open monument 
and is open to visitors without charge. 
The key keeper has a vital local role to 
play in ensuring the site is always well 
presented and looking at its best for 
our visitors. 

“It would be an ideal opportunity for 
someone who is interested in caring for 
a truly attractive monument and who 
would take pride caring for 
Newcastle’s heritage”.

made lasagne with a rich 
tomato and basil sauce, 
and a rich cheese top¬ 
ping. My wife thought it 
was a good, deep 
lasagne with lots of 
flavour, and very well 
presented. 

It was served with a 
side salad and a portion 
of French fries and gar¬ 
lic bread, which she 
enjoyed. 

Normally, I like to 
have fish as a main 
course, but after a long 
day, I felt like something 
more substantial and 
plumped for the ‘surf 
and turf’ dish from the 
specials board, which is 
changed twice a week at 
The Glenbrook. 

It was a 5oz rump 
steak, cooked medium 
rare. It was juicy and 
tender, and accompanied 
by scampi, onion rings 
and home made French 
fries. 

It was very well 
cooked and excellent 
value for money at 
£9.25; my wife’s lasagne 
ran to £8.45. 


To conclude the three 
courses, my wife chose 
‘home-made lemon 
cheesecake’ as her 
dessert. This was tri¬ 
umph - light and creamy 
with a nice lemony tang 
to it! Delicious! 

Normally, I like to go 
for cheesecake, but 
because my wife had 


already chosen that, in 
the interests of variety I 
decided to try the 
‘ chocolate brownie ’. It 
was topped with a velvet 
smooth chocolate sauce 
(death by chocolate, 
ladies beware of your 
waistline!). 

Among the other 
home made desserts 
were treacle pudding or 
chunky apple pie - the 
desserts come with a 
choice of custard, cream 
or ice-cream. 

The desserts are all 
priced at £2.95, offering 
exceptional value. 

The specials board for 
main courses, aside from 
the main menu, included 
dishes such as lOoz 
chargrilled rump steak, 
spaghetti bolognese and 
home baked ham. 

My wife had two 
glasses of D’Avento 
Pino Grigio to accompa¬ 
ny her meal which was 
crisp and refreshing, 
while I had a bitter 


shandy. Including the 
drinks, the three course 
meal cost just £40. At 
£20 a head, the evening 
was true value for 
money. 

The friendly service 
provided by Kayleigh- 
Jay Dyke was first class. 

The Glenbrook is a 
free house which means 
it has a wide choice of 
beers, and in its mission 
to be a community pub 
has an enclosed garden 
with play facilities for 
children, and it hosts 
regular barbecues. 

Sunday lunch is pop¬ 
ular not just with locals, 
but also with people 
popping in from the val¬ 
leys on their way to 
Barry Island in the sum¬ 
mer. 

At a time when ‘high 
standard food at afford¬ 
able prices’ sifts out the 
front-runners from the 
also rans, The 
Glenbrook Inn proves a 
real winner.

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Company 
sees ‘rare 
opportunity’ 
at Bosch 


AN engineering 
company from 
Gloucestershire has 
bought the Bosch 
site in Miskin and 
says one of the rea¬ 
sons is because of 
the skills offered by 
local Welsh work¬ 
ers. 

Renishaw pic which is 
experiencing increased 
demand for its healthcare 
and measuring products 
says it needs additional 
capacity for “anticipated 
business growth”. 

Renishaw exchanged 
contracts to acquire the 
manufacturing site last 
Friday (June 24). 

The company is 
already in discussions 
with Stroud District 
Council to extend its HQ 
- now it wants to expand 
into the Vale on the cusp 
of the M4. 

Its chairman and chief 


executive. Sir David 
McMurtry said: “This is 
a rare opportunity to 
acquire a high quality 
manufacturing facility in 
a location that has excel¬ 
lent transport links and a 
local population with 
skills base relevant to our 
business.” 

The Vale MP, Alun 
Cairns, said he was 
delighted by the arrival 
of Renishaw. 

“This is excellent 
news for the Vale and the 
wider economy. I have 
spoken to the chief exec¬ 
utive and am excited 
about their plans. 

“I have also met with 
the MP where they have 
their HQ in 
Gloucestershire. He 
spoke extremely highly 
about the way they oper¬ 
ate, the way they work 
with staff and in how 
they commit to appren¬ 
tices and training.” 


AdiZone to be 
built on Island 


AN adiZone looks 
set to be built on a 
vacant area of 
ground on Paget 
Road, after Vale 
councillors gave it 
the go-ahead at a 
planning meeting. 

AdiZones are outdoor 
gyms and there are cur¬ 
rently 40 of them across 
the country enabling 
people to use outdoor 
fitness equipment with¬ 
out needing membership 
or having to pay a 
charge. 

However, the police 
informed councillors at 
an earlier meeting that 
they had reservations 
about the location on 
Paget Road, pointing out 
that it was below street 
level; not covered by 
CCTV cameras; not visi¬ 
ble to adjacent buildings, 
and near a number of 
late night drinking estab¬ 
lishments. 

Coun Nic Hodges, 
who serves on the plan¬ 
ning committee and in 
whose ward the adiZone 
will be situated, said he 
was “not surprised, but 
very disappointed” by 
the 9 to 3 vote in favour 
of it. 

He believes police 
concerns about it being 
an area for undesirable 
activity are well-found¬ 
ed. 

He explained: 
“Although it is in my 
ward, it was against my 
wishes. They say they 
will increase CCTV, but 
I want it to be wardened 
which will, of course, 
cost money.” 

Coun Hodges said 
there were other, better 
locations for an adiZone 
to be built in the town. 
He added, however, that 
he wasn’t best disposed 
towards a facility that 
was a “glorified advert 
for the Olympics” fol¬ 
lowing the announce¬ 
ment by the British 


Olympic Committee that 
an historic agreement 
had been reached for a 
GB football team - a 
claim vehemently reject¬ 
ed by the Football 
Association of Wales. 

The adiZone would 
have the Olympic five 
rings symbol stamped on 
the floor of it, and there 
would also be room for 
an advertisement from a 
sporting footwear manu¬ 
facturer. 

Local businessman, 
Brian Osborne, who 
campaigned against the 
adiZone said: “An out¬ 
door activity area has the 
potential to be good, but 
my worry is that it is to 
be built in the wrong 
place. 

“It will do nothing to 
regenerate the area, 
tourism or employment 
prospects. Using tax¬ 
payers’ money from the 
regeneration fund to pay 
for it is inappropriate. 

“I’m disappointed that 
the council’s planning 
committee has approved 
the parks department’s 
knee-jerk idea to build 
an outdoor gymnasium 
in this popular comer of 
the Island. 

“There were several 
objections from local 
residents, traders. The 
Athletic Club and the 
South Wales Police, yet 
councillors have ignored 
them.” 

Phil Beaman of the 
Vale Council, stated: 
“The committee’s 
approval includes the 
review and installation 
of CCTV which will 
provide monitoring of 
the area. 

“A number of these 
facilities have been 
developed in Wales and 
England without any 
problems, and this excit¬ 
ing development will 
provide a free facility for 
the community to use to 
improve health and well 
being when visiting 
Barry Island. ” 
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Driver may have fallen asleep on M4 


Coroner records accidental verdicts on 3 victims 


A loving dad fell asleep at the wheel, 
killing three of his family on the way back 
from a sunshine holiday - leaving his 
baby grandson an orphan, an inquest 
heard on Monday, June 27. 

Stephen Padden, 56, was suspected to be suffering 
from a sleep disorder when he nodded off just 10 
miles from their Porthcawl home on their 200-mile 
journey. 

The father-of-three was driving from Gatwick 
Airport after a surfing holiday in Morocco when he 
crashed off the M4 near Cardiff. 

Retired BT engineer Mr Padden was killed along 
with his son Tom, 20, and partner Louise Evans, 23. 

Mr Padden’s wife Suzanne, 51, miraculously sur¬ 
vived the crash - along with her grandson Logan, 
aged six months, who was strapped into a car seat. 

Logan suffered only a minor cut to the face but 
was left an orphan too young to remember his moth¬ 
er and father. 

The inquest heard the three who died were not 
wearing seatbelts when the Peugeot 406 hit a crash 
barrier on the M4 near junction 33. 

Nursing manager Mrs Padden told the hearing 
how she had booked afternoon flights back from 
Morocco to avoid her husband driving late at night. 

But the flight was delayed for five hours and the 
family landed at Gatwick at 7.45pm before setting 
off on the four-hour drive back to Wales. 

Mrs Padden said: “As a qualified nurse, I believed 
that Stephen had some sort of sleep disorder. 

“I booked the afternoon flight to avoid him driv¬ 
ing at night. But because of the delay we didn't arrive 
until the evening. 

“I can't be sure that made Stephen anymore tired 
but it certainly didn't help.” 

Mrs Padden said her husband “was not himself’ 


during the holiday and said warfarin tablets he was 
taking for deep vein thrombosis were giving him 
flushes. 

She told the inquest how they stopped for a meal 
and coffee at a service station en route. 

She said: “I asked Stephen if he wanted me to 
drive but he said he was fine after the coffee. 

“I fell asleep and the next thing I remember the 
car was rolling and there were loud bangs. It felt like 
a dream. 

“My first reaction was for the baby but I could see 
he was in his car seat. To my horror no-one else was 
in the car. 

“I was screaming. I could see that Tom was lying 
in the road and I could tell he was critically injured. 

“Further down I could see two bodies - they were 
not moving and I presumed they were dead.” 

She told how Stephen would stop breathing for 
12-14 seconds at a time when he was asleep before 
taking a “deep breath”. 

Mrs Padden said: “I kept on to him to see his doc¬ 
tor if there was a problem. If he went to the doctor 
he did not follow up any advice.” 

The inquest heard the family GP said Stephen had 
not been treated for sleep disorder. 

Mrs Padden was a wearing a seatbelt but the other 
three members of her family had been thrown out of 
the car in the crash just before midnight on January 
17 of this year. 

The inquest heard 999 crews arrived to pronounce 
Stephen and Louise dead. Tom died the next morn¬ 
ing in hospital. 

Drivers on the M4 told how the Peugeot - with 
two distinctive surfboards on the roof - “zoomed” 
past them. 

Driver Gemma Beveridge, 23, told the hearing 
she was worried about the way it was being driven in 
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“spurts” - going fast, then slowing down and waver¬ 
ing between lanes. 

She said: “I was not sure if it was boy racers or if 
the driver had fallen asleep at the wheel. 

“I remember thinking what on earth was he doing. 
I saw him hit the barrier and there were sparks as the 
car went up in the air.” 

Miss Beveridge stopped to help - and was handed 
six-month-old baby Logan by distraught Mrs Padden 
at the roadside. 

Pc Philip Painting investigated the crash and said: 
“If they had their seatbelts on, they would have 
remained in the vehicle and their injuries would have 
been significantly reduced.” 

The surfing-mad family, of Porthcawl, had been 
on a week’s holiday to Morocco. 

Tom was a former Welsh junior surfing champion 
and hoped to make a living out of it. 

The family had posed for happy family photo¬ 
graphs with Logan shortly before they flew home. 

Cardiff coroner Miss Mary Hassell said: 
“Stephen's driving was erratic. He was braking and 
speeding up. He didn't apply the brakes at the time of 
the accident. 


“It seems to me extremely likely that Stephen fell 
asleep at the wheel and then, to compound that, they 
were not wearing their seatbelts.” 

She recorded three verdicts of accidental death. 

A statement from the family said: “Louise, 
Thomas and Stephen passed away as a result of a 
tragic accident. Their death has left a huge void in 
the lives of so many, it has left a young child without 
parents and grandfather. 

“All family members would like to thank everyone 
for their support. 

“Tom had taken to being a father as he did every¬ 
thing else in life, without fear and with total convic¬ 
tion. 

“He had been a wonderful father and we watched 
him become a man. 

“He was devoted to Louise and their baby son 
Logan, who would spend hours watching him surf¬ 
ing. 

“Louise was the perfect match for Tom and would 
have been a wonderful mother, for a couple so young 
they were remarkable parents. ”

Music and nostalgia filled 
the evening air at Dyffryn 
midsummer music concert 


IN perfect weather, the stirring sound of 
the popular South Wales Police Band 
filled the air at the annual midsummer 
music concert in Dyffryn Gardens, 
organised by the St John Council for the 
Vale of Glamorgan.

W HILE a 
comedy 
revolu¬ 
tion has taken 
place over the last 
few years, spear¬ 
headed by director 
and producer Judd 
Apatow, it seems 
that only the boys 
can have their fun. 

The likes of The 40- 
Year-Old Virgin, The 
Hangover, Anchorman 
et al have been very 
much skewed towards 
the male demographic, 
with nary a concern for 
a female audience fed 
the crumbs of Sex and 
the City. 

It is refreshing, then, 
to see a comedy ready 
top mix with the boys 
as Bridesmaids leaps 
into view. Starring 
Kristen Wiig, the film 
tells the story of Annie 
(Wiig) who is maid of 
honour at her friend’s 
wedding and has to 
negotiate the tricky 
minefield of etiquette 
and responsibilities, all 
the while vying with 
Helen (Rose Byrne) for 
the affections of her 
friend, as the wedding 
looms ever closer... 

Having been a main¬ 
stay of US TV show 
Saturday Night Live, 


Kristen Wiig has been 
slowly building up her 
big screen resume with 
the likes of Walk Hard, 
Whip It and Paul. 

However, after 
Bridesmaids, Wiig is 
definitely heading to the 
big time, writing and 
starring in a bawdy 
comedy that not only 
smashes your funny 
bone to smithereens, but 
does so in a way that 
makes it a far more 
appealing offering than 
your common female- 
propelled comedy. 

If you thought the 
guys from The 
Hangover Part II had 
dibs on being the sum¬ 
mer’s lewdest group, 
then they are pushed by 
this gang of brides¬ 
maids, the film offering 
some highly amusing 
set-pieces, made all the 
more amusing by the 
gender of the protago¬ 
nists. 

Wiig and co-writer 
Annie Mumolo certain¬ 
ly don’t shy away from 
the cruder laughs (a 
post-food poisoning 
dress fitting claiming 
the prize of most 
extreme laugh) but, 
similarly, they marry it 
up with characters who 
are engaging, likeable 
and all too familiar.

dies, Wiig and Mumolo 
realise that while they 
can get the laughs, they 
need to marry it up with 
characters that resonate, 
and they do this with 
ease, the performances 
that accompany them 
well tuned. 

Wiig herself shows 
both a fine set of 
comedic chops and a 
brittle vulnerability as 
the maid of honour 
being displaced by an 
outsider, and she offers 


a strong performance 
that highlights just how 
good an actress she is. 

While Rose Byrne 
hits the right notes as 
the spotlight-stealing 
Helen, making her a sly 
and mischievous char¬ 
acter without making 
her downright evil, and 
Maya Rudolph makes 
an excellent foil for 
Wiig as the soon-to-be - 
married, it is Melissa 
McCarthy who is the 
most memorable. 

Channeling a Zach 
Galifianakis-esque bent 
as the brother of the 
groom, she makes the 
character of Megan the 
standout with her pecu¬ 
liar ways and vulgar 
mannerisms. 

While men don’t par¬ 
ticularly get short shrift 
they are the least-well 
sketched characters; 
Mad Men’s Jon Hamm 
does a delicious cameo 
as Annie’s ‘friend’ 
which raises laughs but 
feels a little too forced, 
while Chris O’Dowd’s 
state trooper makes a 
solid love interest but 
fails to inject any crack¬ 
le. 

With director Paul 
Feig keeping a tight 
leash, he allows the 
comedy to flow but 
without ever trying to 
force the humour, while 


framing several 
comedic set-pieces with 
style, bringing the best 
out of the talented cast. 

While it predictably 
undergoes a little sag in 
the middle section, cut¬ 
ting out some amusing 
characters (Wendi 
McLendon-Covet and 
Elbe Kemper suffering), 
it strengthens come the 
conclusion where it 
manages to get the right 
mixture of laughs and 
emotion. 

Despite the name, 
these Bridesmaids 
won’t finish in second 
place, the film showing 
that this bawdy comedy 
lark isn’t just the sole 
preserve of those with 
testosterone. 

VERDICT: A lewd 
and crude comedy that 
has just as much 
heart, Bridesmaids is 
a laugh riot that will 
appeal to all sexes. 
With a clever script 
and a raft of quality 
turns, these 
Bridesmaids catch the 
bouquet and run with 
it in an excellent offer¬ 
ing.

THE South Wales 
Fire and Rescue 
Service (SWFRS) is 
teaming up with 
South Wales Police 
and Porthcawl 
Community Safety 
Task Force to 
launch a new joint 
initiative to improve 
caravan fire safety 
and awareness and 
help keep caravan 
owners and visitors 
safe from fire.

Trade down after signs 
removed on estate - claim 


TRADE on the 
Bridgend Industrial 
Estate is down by 
12 per cent since 
April, when busi¬ 
nesses were forced 
to remove signs 
directing customers 
to their premises. 

This is what traders 
told regional Tory AM 
Byron Davies when he 
visited the estate along 
with some borough 
councillors. 

Bridgend planners 
have ordered a crack¬ 
down on unauthorised 
signs and some have 
been removed already. 
Traders are being threat¬ 
ened with enforcement 
action in court unless 
they comply. 

Mr Davies, who is the 
opposition spokesman 
on regeneration at the 
Welsh Assembly, said 
that he was very dis¬ 
turbed by this news. 

“For a business to 
lose more than a tenth of 
its turnover in such a 
short space of time, has 


certainly set alarm bells 
ringing for me. Traders 
are saying that the via¬ 
bility of their businesses 
has been undermined by 
the actions of the coun¬ 
cil.” 

Mr Davies, along with 
borough councillors Ken 
Watts and Rosemary 
Deere, met some of the 
traders affected by the 
council’s actions. 

All had previously 
had signs up directing 
customers to their busi¬ 
nesses because of the 
difficulties in finding 
them. 

Mr Davies went on: 
“They are saying that it 
is hard for people to find 
their way around and I 
agree with that. I visited 
the estate during the 
election and got hope¬ 
lessly lost. Businesses 
are finding that people 
are driving around and 
then phoning them to 
ask for directions. 

Others may just give up 
and go which is what’s 
behind the drop in 
trade.”

Mr Davies stated that 
all the traders he spoke 
to said that their trade 
was down since their 
signs had gone. 

“I understand that the 
council say that they 
received a complaint 
about the clutter of 
signs,” he said. 

“I agree that signs can 
be unsightly but at the 
end of the day this is an 
industrial estate and peo¬ 
ple need to do business 
here. They cannot trade 
unless their customers 
know how to find them.” 

“They are the back¬ 
bone of the Welsh econ¬ 
omy. 

“Cumulatively, they 
employ far more people 
than the bigger employ¬ 
ers but they are facing 
increased costs with 
things like rents and 
business rates so to see 


their income drop 
because customers can¬ 
not find them is poten¬ 
tially disastrous. 

“I will be writing to 
BCBC to ask them to 
find a compromise 
which reduces the clutter 
of signs but still allows 
traders to advertise their 
whereabouts. 

“It is time to inject 
some common sense into 
the situation. People 
must abide by the law, 
but there must be some 
flexibility as well. 

“After all, if they go 
out of business, people 
will lose their jobs and 
we will be left with 
empty units.” 

One trader had a 
meeting with planners 
two months ago but is 
still awaiting replies to 
some of the points he 
made.

According to tradition, the intention to stage 
the Eisteddfod must be announced at least one 
year and a day before the actual event. It was all 
in good time, as the National Eisteddfod is 
scheduled to take place at Llandow in August 
2012. 

The traditional procession started at 2pm in 
King’s Square and the proclamation ceremony 
took place at 3pm in Gladstone Gardens. 

The Gorsedd of the Bards, along with repre¬ 
sentatives from local schools, institutions and 
societies, marched through the town centre to 
the acclaim of local people excited that Wales’ 
most prestigious cultural event is coming to the 
Vale.

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Famili; photo 
brought back war 
memories 


S OME time 
ago, you pub¬ 
lished an arti¬ 
cle by Dr Jonathan 
Hicks in which 
there was a photo 
of the Smith family 
who were all 
wounded in World 
War One. 

The lady in the front 
is my grandmother, 
Eliza, and seated with 
her is my grandfather 
William (Bill), who was 
foreman gasfitter at the 
old town gasworks for 
43 years. 

Standing on the left is 
my father Wilfred John 
Smith, who also worked 
in the gasworks all his 
life. 

The other soldier on 
the right is my uncle 
Charles John Smith, but 
I cannot remember if he 
worked before he joined 
up. 

My grandfather was 
in the Royal Engineers 
and was at Aulnoye 
when the Armistice was 
signed. 

My father joined the 
Civil Service Rifles and 
then transferred to the 
Rifle Brigade, London 
Regiment. 

He was wounded 
several times, as report¬ 
ed, before being dis¬ 
charged on a pension 
with a lump of shrapnel 
in his leg which he car¬ 
ried with some pain to 
his dying day, some¬ 
times in considerable 
pain. 

On returning home he 
was wearing a silver 
brooch with the inscrip¬ 
tion‘Eor Valour’. I 


understand this would 
show people he was not 
a person who would not 
fight for his country oth¬ 
erwise jeers and white 
feathers would come his 
way. 

Funnily enough, I can 
find no reference in his 
records of him serving in 
the Civil Service Rifles, 
although I have several 
photos of him in differ¬ 
ent uniforms with differ¬ 
ent cap badges which I 
have authenticated. 

My uncle Charles, 
who was in the Kings 
Royal Rifles, 

Manchester Regiment, 
was gassed, suffered 
lung trouble and died 
about 1930 when I was 
five years old. 

For those interested, 
the Five Rifles were 
formed in the middle to 
the end of the 19th cen¬ 
tury. 

These were: The 
Civil Service Rifles 
(originally the Loyal 
Volunteers of London), 
The Admiralty Rifles; 
The Artist Rifles; The 
Barclay Rifles and The 
Yorkshire Bicycle Rifles. 

At the commencement 
of hostilities, these regi¬ 
ments, who were more 
or less privately owned 
had the prefix Prince of 
Own added to their 
names. 

A total of 4,088 were 
transferred to other regi¬ 
ments, 1,227 killed in 
action, 217 were prison¬ 
ers of war and received 
474 decorations.

What to do? List 
each area of your life 
in order of impor¬ 
tance, then analyse 
roughly how much 
time you want to 
spend on each section 
to help you recognise 
when your time or 
emotional boundaries 
are overstretched. 

Also, list enjoyable 
activities you would 
like to do. Each week, 
value yourself by 
choosing to do one 
thing from the list. 

Value your relation¬ 
ship. 

Passion and intima¬ 
cy can naturally wane 
in long relationships 
as routine and the 
demands of family life 
take their toll.

What to do? “Take 
responsibility for your 
health. If necessary, 
make appointments to 
see a doctor for a a 
general health check¬ 
up so you know if ail¬ 
ments are affecting 
your outlook or ener¬ 
gy levels,” says 
Presley-Turner. 


Look at your 
finances 

Money worries are 
stressful but organis¬ 
ing finances will help 
you lead a more bal¬ 
anced, harmonious 
existence, says Presley- 
Turner. 

What to do? 
“Analyse your last 
bank statement by 
splitting spending into 
three categories so you 
have a clear picture of 
where and how you 
spend your money,” 
she advises. 

Mark household 
bills which must be 
paid, such as a mort¬ 
gage, as A; services 
which are a necessity 
but not crucial, e.g 
mobile phone bills. 
Sky TV, are B; and 
mark a C on luxury 
items such as DVDs, 
shoes, takeaways. 

Consider the Cs and 
identify three ways 
you can cut back on 
those in a week. 

Look at people in 
your life. 

Are there people in 
your life who consis¬ 
tently drain your ener¬ 
gy? 

“These are ‘energy 
vampires’ - people 
who are always in 
some kind of crisis or 
another and love to 
bombard you with 
their problems.” 

What to do? “List 
individuals who sap 
your energy and don’t 
feel guilty about this, 
and then list others 
who lift your spirits,” 
she advises. 

“Spending as much 
time as you can with 
the latter, and avoiding 
negative conversations 
can have an amazingly 
positive effect on your 
wellbeing and general 
happiness.” 

Look at your 


‘vision’. 

Regularly breaking 
promises to yourself 
about making life 
changes can lead to a 
lowering sense of dis¬ 
appointment in your¬ 
self and a general feel¬ 
ing of failure. 

What to do? Set spe¬ 
cific and measurable 
goals, Presley-Turner 
advises, by identifying 
up to three areas of 
your life where 
improvements are 
most needed. 

Set a goal within 
each area, such as sav¬ 
ing £1,000 a year, put¬ 
ting passion back into 
my relationship or 
changing career, she 
suggests, and write the 
goals on a card which 
you display promi¬ 
nently. 

“Take five active 
steps every week to 
move you towards 
each of those goals,” 
she says. 

Change your rou¬ 
tine. 

Hectic lifestyles can 
make it seem impossi¬ 
ble to find time to 
refresh mind and 
body. 

What to do? “Early 
morning is the best 
time for both body 
and spirit as you’re 
rested, fresh, and the 
world around you is 
probably at its 
calmest,” advises 
Presley-Turner 

Set the alarm half- 
an-hour earlier, she 
says, and use this extra 
time to meditate, do 
gentle exercise, or sim¬ 
ply sit and have break¬ 
fast in the garden. 

Fill your ‘sleep 
tank’ by having two 
early nights each week 
to boost energy levels. 

Spring clean your 
career. 

“Although we spend 
most of our lives work¬ 
ing, many of us unnec¬ 
essarily tolerate unful-

What to do? 

“List your likes and 
dislikes, passions and 
values, talents and 
abilities,” she advises.

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A HEALTHY BODY NEEDS MORE 
SUPPORT FROM HEALTHY FEET 


F eet need to 
look fancy in 
summer - 
pedicured and 
shod in the latest 
sandals - but 
neglecting their 
health or wearing 
unsuitable shoes 
can result in pain 
and unsightly 
problems. 

If there’s one thing 
guaranteed to instantly 
sap your wellbeing - 
it’s aching, painful feet. 

Most women have 
limped home after a 
shopping trip or had 
throbbing feet after an 
evening teetering on 
skyscraper heels. 

However, recent 
research, by The 
Society of Chiropodists 
and Podiatrists to mark 
its recent ‘Feet For 
Life’ campaign reveals 
the effect could be 
more long-lasting. 

High heels, it warns, 
are leading down the 
path to osteoarthritis, 
with the number of 
cases rising sharply as 
high and ill-fitting 
shoes put pressure on 
the foot, knee and ankle 
joints. 

What is more, it isn’t 
safe to assume summer 


flatties, sandals and 
flip-flops are risk-free - 
they should also be 
worn with care, accord¬ 
ing to feet specialists, 
as they may not do feet 
any favours. 

“As soon as you start 
to expose your feet in 
the summer, they’re 
more vulnerable to 
injury,” points out 
Michael Harrison- 
Blount, lecturer in podi¬ 
atry at the University of 
Salford. 

“You’re removing 
the protection that 
closed-in, solid shoes 
offer the skin, soft tis¬ 
sue and joints of your 
feet. 

“Also, summer 
footwear offers a lot 
less stability compared 
with winter shoes with 
laces, straps or buck¬ 
les.” 

Choosing well-fitting 
sandals ideally with a 
solid, substantial heel, 
he points out, is essen¬ 
tial. 

In general, the socie¬ 
ty recommends women 
choose round-toed 
shoes with a maximum 
heel of one inch or 2- 
3 cm and with shock 
absorbent soles. 

When buying san¬ 
dals, Harrison-Blount 
says, people may also 
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need a larger size than 
normal as heat can 
cause feet to swell, 
resulting in a tighter-fit, 
increasing the possibili¬ 
ty of sore spots and 
blisters. 

Also key is wearing 
the appropriate shoes 
for the occasion and 
activity, he advises. 

“For a day-long 
shopping trip, avoid 
flip-flops because they 
offer no support,” he 
says. 

“That means feet will 
have to work much 
harder and are likely to 
feel uncomfortable and 
achy far faster than in a 
shoe.” 

Experts from the 
Society of Chiropodists 
and Podiatrists give 
their verdict on the 
most popular summer 
footwear. 

Sandals 

“They’re among the 
worst choice of sandals 
because they are ultra- 
flat with no support,” 
says Lorraine Jones, 
from Chiswick Feet. 

“With no support, 
wearing them leads to 
overuse injuries such as 
tendonitis, and for 
some, lower leg, knee, 
hip and back problems. 
Pain in the form of a 
dull ache may develop 
after as little as two 
weeks. 

“They generally have 
leather soles, which 
provide zero shock 
absorbency for the feet 
and lower legs and this, 
combined with the lack 
of support, increases 
the risk of developing a 
painful heel condition, 
plantar fasciitis.” 

When to wear: 
They’re definitely not 
for everyday use - keep 


for special occasions. 

Espadrilles. 

“The natural cotton 
fabric in espadrilles 
provides air condition¬ 
ing for the foot but 
doesn’t stretch and, in 
fact, can shrink in the 
wet,” says Beverley 
Ashdown of the 
Ashdown Clinic. 

“But, most styles are 
extremely flat, which 
can strain the lower 
back, legs and Achilles 
tendon, particularly if 
you're used to wearing 
heels. 

“The lack of cush¬ 
ioning and shock 
absorption also aggra¬ 
vates the back, knees 
and feet. 

The fabric provides 
little support and the 
upper of the shoe can 
become misshapen 
allowing the foot to 
slip. 

“As a result, the toes 
‘claw’ to keep the shoe 
on the foot. This can 


result in blisters and 
corns on the tops and 
tips of the toes.” 

When to wear: Keep 
for just the beach and 
choose a slightly raised, 
wedge heel for less caff 
strain. 

Flip-flops 

Flip-flops injure 
around 200,000 people 
a year and cost the 
NHS around £40 mil¬ 
lion a year treating 
injuries, according to 
research. 

“Flip-flops force 
people to change the 
way that they walk and 
tend to make people 
shuffle,” says Mike 
O'Neill at The Society 
of Chiropodists and 
Podiatrists. 

“They provide little 
support or cushioning 
to the feet, leaving the 
lower leg and foot to 
absorb the full impact 
of movement. 

“If you're not used to 
wearing them you can 


get blisters, especially 
where the thong meets 
the foot. 

“There’s also a risk 
of injury from tripping 
over and stubbing toes, 
although they have one 
advantage - feet are 
open to the air which 
can be helpful for those 
with sweaty feet." 

When to wear: Save 
them for the beach, but 
take care on wet, slip¬ 
pery surfaces as they 
have little grip leaving 
a wearer vulnerable to 
slipping or tripping. 

Away from the 
beach, avoid walking 
long distances in them 
and alternate with sup¬ 
portive shoes. 

Wise buy: Fit Flops 
claim many benefits, 
including absorbing 
more shock than a nor¬ 
mal shoe, and reducing 
foot pressure and pain 
from heel spurs and 
plantar fasciitis.

Amy said that despite 
his disability, Gareth not 
only put everything into 
his life - he made other 
people feel better them¬ 
selves. 

“He really did live 


his life to the full, not 
letting his cerebral palsy 
hold him back. 

“He would always be 
the first and last on the 
dance floor at any of the 
parties he went to, 
doing wheelies in his 
wheelchair! 

“He would go on all 
the rides at the theme 
parks, and even stole 
the hearts of the bikers 
in Daytona! Every 
morning on a trip to 
America for his birth¬ 
day, he would have a 
Harley Davidson escort. 

“His laughter could 
be heard all around the 
ward, and everyone 
from the porters, cater¬ 


ing staff, and domestic 
staff to the doctors 
knew who Gareth was. 

“He was always such 
a happy person who 
would make your day 
with one of his smiles. 

“Despite the chal¬ 
lenges presented to him 
by his disability, he 
overcame these barriers 
to enjoy life and touch 
the hearts of so many.” 

Now, in his memory, 
the hospital is holding a 
fundraiser for Mencap, 
the charity which sup¬ 
ports people with learn¬ 
ing disabilities, and is 
inviting people in 
Llandough, Barry and

OVER 600 people 
recently took part in 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council’s 
Love2Walk chal¬ 
lenge as teams of 
four and signed up 
to wear a pedometer 
at all times and take 
as many steps as 
they possibly could, 
hopefully becoming 
fitter and healthier 
as a result. 

Challenged to walk 
10,000 steps a day, 
between them the chal¬ 
lengers completed an 
impressive 202,852,698 
steps in just 12 weeks. 

Coun Huw David, 
cabinet member, who 


took part, said: “Many 
people would admit to 
not doing as much exer¬ 
cise as they would like 
to, or should be doing. In 
fact, on average we 
should all be walking 
10,000 steps per day to 
see real health benefits 
and the majority of those 
who work behind a desk 
only manage between 
1,000 and 3,000 steps. 

“The council takes the 
health and wellbeing of 
its employees seriously. 
We challenged the teams 
to walk as far ‘around 
Wales’ as possible. 

“The response was so 
great that a second phase 
of the challenge was 
launched to enable 
everyone to take part.”

Strategy on homelessness 


A new temporary supported housing unit has 
opened in Bridgend - as part of BCBC’s drive 
to reduce the number of homeless people 
placed in bed and breakfast accommodation. 

Cornerstone House, in Coity Road, Bridgend, 
provides six flats and is designed to give temporary 
accommodation which also encourages independent 
living. 

The council has developed Cornerstone House in 
partnership with United Welsh Housing 
Association, and on June 28 cabinet members 
agreed it should be managed by The Wallich who 
will provide the support services to those using the 
new accommodation. 

Cornerstone House is aimed at reducing ‘repeat 
homelessness’ in the future and is regarded as a bet¬ 
ter, more efficient and supportive alternative to 
B&B. 

It forms part of the council’s new strategy for 
tackling the issue of homelessness in the borough, 
against a backdrop of increasing demand for social 
housing. 

BCBC is taking a proactive homelessness pre¬ 
vention approach to the issue by helping residents 
to find other solutions to their housing problems 
and launching a new website 
bridgendhousing.co.uk which explains what BCBC 
can do to help and what other options are available 
locally to those in housing need. 

Deputy Leader Coun David Sage, said: 
“Homelessness is a serious social issue and one

Cabinet seeks 
parking powers 


The cabinet of 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
has agreed to intro¬ 
duce new measures 
for tackling illegal 
car parking 

throughout the 
area. 

The move follows a 
feasibility study examin¬ 
ing how the council 
could take on this role 
after South Wales Police 
announced plans to with¬ 
draw their traffic warden 
service 

The council will now 
seek civil enforcement 
powers from the Welsh 
Government to allow the 
authority to establish a 
team of 11 full time offi¬ 
cers for managing on and 
off street parking 
throughout the county 
borough. 

This will enable the 
authority to provide a co¬ 
ordinated enforcement 
service and maintain 
important levels of road 
safety as well as deliver¬ 
ing improved environ¬ 
mental and economic 
conditions. 

The service will 
include some back-office 
administrative support 
for dealing with routine 
correspondence, interact¬ 
ing with the DVLA, 
county court and bailiffs, 
processing notices and 
payments, and consider¬ 
ing formal representa¬ 
tions and appeals. 

However, in order to 
keep costs as low as pos¬ 


sible, the authority is 
considering the potential 
benefit of working in 
partnership with an exist¬ 
ing organisation such as 
the Wales Penalty 
Processing Partnership. 

The council is under¬ 
taking an additional 
study to see if the service 
can be provided in col¬ 
laboration with the Vale 
Of Glamorgan as part of 
the ‘memorandum of 
understanding’ between 
the two authorities. 

Coun Phil White, cab¬ 
inet member for commu¬ 
nities, said: "While there 
is no obligation on the 
council to undertake 
parking enforcement, we 
feel that this service is a 
very necessary aspect of 
modern life. 

“Doing nothing would 
inevitably have an effect 
on road safety and public 
transport, and in addition 
to problems for house¬ 
holders, there would be 
implications for people 
trying to use bays desig¬ 
nated for deliveries or 
disabled and elderly driv¬ 
ers, pedestrians, cyclists 
and ‘keep clear’ areas 
outside schools. 

"As a result, we are 
looking into ways that 
the council can take on 
this responsibility and 
deliver it in a co-ordinat¬ 
ed, effective manner by 
working in partnership 
with other organisations 
and authorities."

Luke blitzes opposition 
for karate gold medal 


VALE Karate has taken great 
strides in developing karate for 
young children in Wales over the 
past few years, establishing classes 
for children from four years, the 
Vale Karate Tigers, with young 
squad members finding huge suc¬ 
cess all over the UK and beyond.
